the mud. They struggled vainly un- 
til one of the big elephants was re- 
quisitioned as a "pusher." 
He put 


his solid head against the back of the 
wagon, and his efforts combined with 
those, of the unusual team succeeded 
finally in extricating' the wagon from 
the sea of mud into which it had,sunk. 


Earlier in the evening the smaller
